KNEE CLEAVER 


Here we correct a very common error. 
The bending of the right knee on the 
backswing, causing what tho profes¬ 
sionals call "the collapse of the right 
side." 


TOE CRUSHER 

Works on the same principle as the 
HEAD CRACKER, This eliminates 
tho lifting of the left heel on the 
backswing, causing you to roll foot 


in properly. 


MOTHER-IN-LAW PORTABLE TEE 

This device is sure to be a sensational seller. Great for 
letting you release your pent-upomotions and helps to 
improve your game at the same time. Tee is placed 
right on a picture (in living color) of your dear, old 
mother-in-law. This causes you to keep your eyes glued 
on ball, thus eliminating the common problem of glanc¬ 
ing up for tho flight of tho ball before it has been struck.
